Location: Must be employed within the Washington Metropolitan Area, 
defined as within a radius of 35 miles from the White House. 


Profession: Must be an engineer or architect by college training. 
Present field must be research, development, design, 
administration, or other field appropriate for an 
engineer or architect, regardless of present official 
title. Military or civilian nominees are invited. 


Achievement: A single notable achievement, or a notable professional 
career. 


Three items are to be submitted in support of the 
nomination of a person meeting the above criteria: 


1. Basic Personal Information 
Name and date of birth, title, organization, 
business address, sex, college attended and degrees. 


2. Description of Present Duties 


Describe concisely in not more than one-half single- 
spaced tyvevritten page. 


3. Description of Achievement or Notable Career 
Preferably one single spaced typewritten page, not more 
than two pages. Should be expressed in terminology 
understandable to those not engaged in the area of 
speciality. Provide, if possible, a short citation 
that fits the achievement which is suitable for use 
in the presentation of the award. 


4. Additional Data: Publications, Inventions, Honors, etc:
